FOREWORD |

This exhibition has been organized to show works which in the opinion of the 
jury are the finest drawings, prints and watercolors among the more than one 
thousand examples submitted by artists of the area and elsewhere. 

But what, exactly, is a drawing? As in all such efforts the exhibition outline, 
defining as it does the categories or types of work to be shown, and the exhibition 
itself, composed of specific works of art realized in tangible materials, are two 
different things. Drawing as a category attempts to group under one heading 
many different works having certain traits in common. Such categories are estab- 
lished by the experience of students, critics and art historians with the works of 
art already produced, and tend in time to acquire an apparently substantial reality. 

But in looking, as in this exhibition, at new work by living artists it is well to 
remember that any label, category or classification applied to works of art is an 
abstraction from previous experience, not a law. And artists do not deal with 
verbal abstractions. Their purpose in making an art work is not to produce an 
object conforming to a definition, but rather to deal with the actualities of 
experience and emotions; with the specifics of materials and processes. 

The artist, then, acts in response to experience and through the medium of 
the materials and processes available to him. The work produced is the result 


of the interaction of these actualities, and may or may not fall neatly within the 


categories designated by critic, art historian, or museum official. 


But in an exhibition, if a jury is to select intelligently, the works submitted 
must relate enough so that it is possible to compare them and make judgments 
about their relative merit. For this reason the San Francisco Art Association has 
attempted to make this exhibition complementary to the painting and sculpture 
annual held in April—one concerned with the more graphic and linear mani- 
festations executed generally in lighter and thinner media; the other, in April, 
devoted to painterly works realized in the heavier and more opaque materials. 

This exhibition then presents works classed as drawings, prints and water- 
colors. But these classifications are useful only if understood not as rigid bound- 
aries to which the art work must conform, but as signs pointing to growing and 
changing areas of artistic activity. 

Seen in this way the new insights and greater resources evident in the exhi- 
bition may induce in us a correspondingly larger view of what is possible through 
the drawing, print, and watercolor media.
